The first of a aeries of lectures given 
under the nucplces of the Alumnae 
Society In Hid of the Soldlern' Libraries 
was held In the Iloynl Victoria College 
last evening. It was presided over by 
Miss Uurlbn.lt, ^ho openod her re- 
marks by stating how many libraries 
we're founded for tho soldiers. These 
-were In Prince of Wales Hospital, 
Mount Royal Hospital, the ' military 
wards of the Royal Victoria Hospital, 
St. Annns Hospital and the two hos- 
pitals at St. Agathe. She then Intro- 
duced 'the Rpenker of the evening, Von. 
Archdeacon Cody. The subject of his 
lecture was "Education as a Factor of 
National Life." Dr. Cody treated this 
In a very nmlablo manner. A summary 
of his remarks may he found in the 
t'olldwing: 

Soldiers, when they returned, called 
for good .books, and these were given to 
them. It Is a very encouraging slyn, as 
It shows their determination to better 
tholr formel- position. 

Tho university may be termed tho 
pioneer of systematized education, for 
In this they have been leaders. A 
summary of the history of Universities 
was then given. The first universities 
were easy and free Institutions. Xo 
one ever knew If they were incorpor- 
ated or not. A great Instructor at that 
tlmo could «tract a student 'to thai uni- 
versity -whore lie was. In duo time the 
■PopeB took a hand In forming univer- 
sities. Scotland owes a lot . to the 
Vovos In this rwpect. Universities *n 
America sprang up from gifts from 
beneficent persons. Harvard, Yale 
und McCilll owe •their origin in this way. 
All those are chargod with the duty of 
intellectual leadership, 

Dr. Oody then went on to talk of 
Reconstruction,- nnd said that now re- 
construction means the establishment 
of a bptter and purer world. This is a

Dr. William Alcxandor -Molson; a 
graduate of MuUIII, and one of the lead- 
ing physicians of 'Montroal, died Sun- 
day morning at his home. 881 Sher- 
brooke street west. About six months 
ugo he was Hjtrlnltcn with a heart dis- 
ease which, gradually grew worse and 
which threatened his life for the jiast 
month. The late Dr. .Molson was a 
menvber of tho prominent Montreal 
family of that name, and was well 
known in this city, where he practised 

0 

Medicine for moru than the .past forty 
years. 

Dr. 'Molson was born in Montreal on 
AugU9t 27th. 1SB2, the son of Ihe late 
John Molson of Uclitïbnt Hall, who was 
president of the Molsons Hank, and 
grandson of tho late Hon. John Molson, 
one of the pioneers of the industrial, 
shipping and t'lnunclnl life of Montreal, 
and the founder of the Maisons Rank. 
His mother was Anne Molson, daughter 
of the late William Molson, who wus 
associated with his brother in the or- 
ganization of the hank which bears 
their name. 

Tho late physician was educated at 
the Montreal High School nnd McUill, 
whore he was a classmate of the late 
«lr William Osier. Bart., and from 
which he graduated In 1871. After ob- 
taining his M.D. degree, he followed the 
course of the Royal College of Surgeons 
le. London, snd served one year in the 
St. Thomas Hospital, London. He com- 
pleted his studies In Vienna and Edin- 
burgh^ returning to Montreal In 1877, 
■from which time ho eftgaged In a very 
successful practice. 

It Is said that his mother on her 
death-bed requested that as a physician 
he would never forget the wants of the 
poor anil friendless. Dr. Molson surely 
followed this out. devoting a great deal 
of his time to charitable work and to 
practice for which he neither asked nor 
received payment. 

He was senior physician at the Mont- 
real General Hospital, and was examin- 
ing surgeon In the Montreal Garrison 
Artillery, during the N'orthwwt Re-

McGill la at Des Moine*, and she Is 
thrro In strength. Last Sunday a train 
load of forty-nine delegates from 
greater McGill pulled out of the Wind 
sor Station, bound for Iowa, All were 
In high spirits at the prospects nnd 
purpose of tho ^Convention, and after 
tho various delegates had been sorted 
out, they wore assigned to their re- 
spective berths. As orfiy one oar was 
allotted to the MoGili people, aome 
long-to-be-remembcred crowding re- 
sulted, but by dint of much "bunking- 
togethcr," everyone managed to find at 
least one-half of an upper berth. 

The train arrived at Toronto at 
8 a.m., and hero tho McGill car waa 
coupled onto â special train of Eastern 
Canadian dclcgntcs. Twelve Pullman 
coiicihcs wcro needed on this special, 
and as it ran ahend of tho regular To- 
ronto-Chicago train, It mado great 
time. At frequent Intervals tho McOill 
men made a tour of tho train for. tho 
purpose at letting Toronto know that 
Old McGill could yell quite as well In 
a 'Pullman car as up on the' stadium. 
Dotrolt, was reached at 2.30 p.m. Mon- 
day, but all the dolegatcs saw of Detroit 
wus the station platform.

CARVING OF MEDALLIONS. 

A descendant of Count Ferdinand 
do Lessens, of Panama Canal fame, 
has come to the front In New Orleans 
as nn artist, a carver ot medallions 
of Historic pcrsonngos. After a long 
experience in other pursuits, he has 
Just found his ability to carvo these 
modalllons, and ho has turned from >his 
work as assistant curator of the State 
Museum, whero ho has been engaged 
since 1900, to the making of the 
trinkets. 

The new artist's name is Albert do 
iLesseps. His materials aro wood and 
plaster of Paris, his only tool a pocket 
knife, nnd bis hobby tho carving of 
the likenesses of persons who have 
figurod In the history of Ivoulslajia. 
One of the most celebrated of theso la 
that of Marie Levcau, the last of the 
qucons of. the Voodoo-worshippers 
among the Negroes , whom Mr. de 
Lesseps know very well. As he carved 
at the head of this strange woman, one 
day recently, ho said: 

"My family, and the whole de Les- 
seps family, was of Scottish origin, 
though my forebears left Scotland for 
France In 1690. 'My father was born 
in New Orleans, the eon of a brother 
of Count ' Ferdinand do Lesseps, re- 
membered for his futile effort to dig 
the Panama Canal. I was born on the 
Gaudet plantation, a few miles from 
New Orleans. After years ot work 
as a laborer, and by study at night, 
I made myself able to act as assistant 
curator of the Louisiana State Mu- 
seum, where I have been since 1900. 
About a year ago, my little niece 
asked me to* make her a clay cat. I 
did, and with the remainder modelled 
the head of the old Negro woman who 
works for my daughter. The curator 
of the museum saw the model, and 
urged me to try others. Then 1 made 
a carving In hardened plaster of 
Paris, of a reproduction of the face 
of Napoleon I., and the curator was 
so pleased that he ordered a number 
of models of other heads in the mu- 
seum. I have completed those of 
Bienville. Audubon, and Marie Le- 
veau, Queen cf tho Voodoos, who had 
the last active organization of those 
mysterious worshippers in Louisiana."

agencies for moulding German public 
opinion during the war. Acting as 
correspondent of the "Wclner Tnge- 
blatt" In Germany nnd on tho western 
front. Dr. Muhsam had quite unusual 
opportunities for seeing tho complete- 
ncess of offlclul arrangecmcnts for 
manipulating the beliefs of the com- 
munity. It must have puzzled a good 
many people to account for the almost 
complete absenco of protest through- 
out Germany In regard to the behaviour 
ofGerman troops In Belgium. This In- 
difference is. at least partially, ex- 
plained when the method of working up 
the legend of franc-tlrcur warfare by 
official agencies has been laid bare. 

It will bo news to many that, from 
an official point ot view, thero was no 
political censorship In the German 
Kmplrc during the course of the four 
years' struggle. A military censor- 
ship, of course, there was, and It Is 
interesting to traco how this agency, 
which is an obvious requirement of all. 
countries at war. transformed Itself 
again and again Into political censor- 
ship of the strictest kind. The chclef 
apparatus for the doable function of 
censoring and Influencing news and 
opinion was tho Obcrscnsurstelle. To 
this was linked up tho Kriegsprcs- 
scamt, wortttng under the direct con- 
trol of tiho German Great General Staff. 
Thus, sometimes on the plea of mili- 
tary exigencies and sometimes with- 
out It, those who were In charge of the 
machine -would bring- It to bear upon 
political cornent and 'criticism -as well 
as upon military or other news. 

To thace tho ramifications of Mils 
system was no light task. Mr. Muh- 
sam names 22 official ngencles for 
dealing with the press. In addition to 
the usual censorship offices attached 
to the War Office, tho General Staff, 
tho Admiralty and Foreign Office, 
power was given to the Ministries of 
tho Colonics, Trado and Food, to pre- 
vent the appearance of unwelcome 
Items of news. In addition, theso 
agencies wore in a position to Indicate 
the kind of comment that was desired 
on the 'part of editorial write*? 
and reporters. It frequently happened 
that an article was handed about from 
ono censorship 'to another until so 
amended as to be useless to the news- 
paper concerned. Often, Indeed, It 
was never returned to the editor. 
Without any rockonlng of the pecuni- 
ary loss, which was considerable, one 
can see how the much-needed Initiative 
of the press was - sapped by this 
process. 

To take, In the first place, the han- 
dling of military intelligence. For the 
most part, the German Army bulletins 
were reliable; there was, moreover, a 
censorship regulation that enemy mili- 
tary reports should be published In an 
unabridged form. But the sting of 
admissions that might have proved 
damaging to the fatherland was drawn 
by means of censorship "hints," and 
also by tho elaborately worked up 
comment supplied by the German press 
through tho Krlogspresseomt. As a 
first and capital illustration, fake tho 
Battle of the Marne. It Is true that 
German newspapers were allowed to 
publish the French and English ac- 
counts more or less in full, but the 
"Inspired" comments which followed 
gave such a false view of the great 
turning point In the war that the real 
facts romalnM almost unknown until 
the eve of the revolution. Nor was 
that all. For on one occasion the Ger- 
man army bulletins were deliberately 
composed with the object of maintain- 
ing tho belief that German arms had 
not suffered a reverse, while tho con- 
fidential Instructions to editors which 
followed had exactly the same Intent. 

Another Instance Is provided by the 
slowing down of the German offensive 
In April, 1918, when public anticipa- 
tions of a final Germnn victory had 
been so much encouraged by the press 
that it would have been dangerous to 
allow even a glimpse of the tr.ith. On 
that occasion tho censorship modified 
Its almost Invariable rule of ni: swing 
enemy army bulletins "to be published 
A confidential note stated thrt these 
communiques were lying, and although 
their reproduction was not absolutely 
forbidden, the press wu nskeil volun 
tarlly to forgo printing them, or to 
accompany them with special corn- 



Narrow enough as Is. apparently, the 
field from which to choose represen- 
tatives of tho British Isles in the run- 
ning events at Antwerp next August, 
thp material of a quality to form Brit- 
ish teams for the other events that so 
to make up an athletic programme Is, 
ho far as is known, extremely small. 
The public schools sports of this year 
have. It is true, disclosed some pro- 
mising talent: but these boys are un- 
likely to be brought up to Olympic 
games standard in less than a year's 
time except, perhaps, in one or two 
cases. 

Even the best of the British profes- 
sional coaches have had very little 
encouragement to pay much attention 
to thlB side of athletics s.lnco. outside 
school and university athletics, it is 
not catered for at meetings of Eng- 
land, or even tho south of Scotland, 
on anything like the same propor- 
tionate scale that it is In the High- 
lands and In Ireland. Nevertheless 
some of the leading atnuteur expon- 
ents of Jumping and weight-throwing 
have recently studied deeply their re- 
spective branches of athletics with the 
object of spreading their knowledge. 

One naturally turns to the fresh- 
men's sports nt the universities for 
signs of new strength; but tho perfor- 
mances in the freshers' athletic meet- 
ings at both Oxford and Cambridge 
this term were not very encouraging 
from the point of view of field events. 
Cambridge proved an exception In 
H. M. Abrahams, the public schools 
champion, who cleared 21ft. 3ln., an 
Improvement of more than half a foot 
on his performance in the amateur 
championships. This in approaching 
4ft. less than A. L. Guttcrson's win- 
ning jump at Stockholm in 1010. but 
Abrahams is not at the zenith of his 
powers. Apart from Abrahams there 
are H. Halliburton, of the Surrey 
Athletic Club, and E, A. Southco, an 
Oxford senior, both of whom arc ca- 
pable of doing over 22ft. 

The position with regard to tho high 
Jump is more satisfactory for B. H. 
Baker of Liverpool is a leapcr of tho 
first rank. Ho won the Amateur Ath- 
letic Association championship this 
year at 5ft. llln.; but hod twice been 
successful in recent years in the same 
event, at 6ft, and three wcekB after 
this year's championship he won a 
high-jump handicap from, .scratch, in 



THE CRESCOGRAPH. 

The time has come, apparently, wrscn 
one can sec the grass grow, thanks to 
Sir Jagadis Chandra Hose of India; tit 
any rate.

The croscograpb. as the Indian savant's 
invention is called, uses such things as 
a magnotic lever, an astatic needle, 
und a small mirror, to such remarkable 
effect, thoubh mysterious enough to 
most people, thrit the highest power 
of the microscope is multiplied about 
100,000 times; and so the spot of light, 
which Is tho visible reflection of the 
growth of the plant going on that many 
times faster, appears to be in motion 
So. too, which is the practical purpose 
of the invention, one can observe what 
retards the growth and what acceler 
ates it, and agriculture is expected to 
profit.

Manchester, at 6fU 3%ln. Baker has, 
as a matter of fact, cleared 6ft. 4in„ 
the height at which the last Olympic 
high jump was won, and some good 
Judges bolleve tho northerner to bo 
capable of improving on this to the 
extent of an inch. T. J. Carroll, the 
Irish jumper who competed in the 
Polytechnic colors at tho champion- 
ships, was not seen to advantage at 
that meeting; but ho can beat 6ft„ 
and at that height waff second to 
Baker in the handicap already re- 
ferred to, in which ho was also at 
scratch. Disregarding the winning 
height of 5ft. 9%in. at the Athenian 
Celebration in Athens in 1906, tho 
average height at which tho Olympic 
high jump has been won is 6ft. l%in., 
while at two of the five meetings bo 
far held it has been tinder 6ft. - 

In the strong man events, putting 
the weight and throwing the hammer, 
it looks as though the British Isles 
wil have to rely on its former repre- 
sentatives almost entirely; but Ser- 
geant Colquhoun of the North Irish 
Horse, who won the weight putting at 
tho Service meeting, at 39ft. U»in., 
might be trained to do considerably 
better, as he appears to have all the 
essential features of a champion. 
Dr. R. Salisbury Woods, the old Light 
Blue shot-putter, who did 40ft. 2»/£ln. 
in the amateur championship this 
year, wherein he was second, and who 
won the inter-varsity shot put at 41ft 
lln. in 1914, has probably reached 
the zenith of his powers, and a similar 
hemark must apply to Tom Nicholson, 
of the West of Scotland Harriers, who 
would not be likely to beat 42ft., as 
against the mean winning put in the 
Olympic game of 45ft. T'.fcln. 

In this, event the sequence of win- 
ning distances is in a constantly 
ascending scale, ranging from 36ft. 
2ln. In 1896 to 60ft 4ln. in 1912, and 
it is practically certain that the 
standard in the future will be very 
high. Similar remarks apply te tho 
hammer throwing. Tho mean win- 
ning distance of four meetings, the 
event was not included in tho origi- 
nal gathering, Is 171ft. 4ln., tho last 
and best effort being Mat McOrath's 
179ft. 7 l-01n. Here again Nicholson, 
who is more at home with the ham- 
mer than the weight, iB the best 
known man; but he has beon taking 
part in open competition bo many 
years that no great Improvement in 
his form may be expected, and his 
best is about 7ft. Icsb than the aver- 
age Just quoted. 

There have been a few spasmodic 
efforts to foster Javelin and discus 
throwing amongst athletes in the 
United Kingdom and Ireland; but they 
have each come to nnjight, except in 
Ireland, where the diatus has retained 
a certain amount of favor. P. Qulnn 
was for some time the best, performer, 
but P. J. Birmingham seems now to 
be about the leading man and is good 
for a throw of 3p6ft. or thereabouts.
